STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

This is further to the telephonic interview held on 3 May 2007 between Supervisory 
Patent Examiner Corcoran and Stephen Scribner (Reg. No. 44,452). Applicants thank the 
Examiner for the interview. 

In that interview, the Advisory Action mailed on 13 April 2007 was discussed. In 
particular, Applicants questioned why the Advisory Action indicated that the amendment filed on 
30 March 2007 in reply to the Final Office Action was not entered, because the amendment had 
been proposed by the Examiner in a telephonic interview with inventor Brown and Stephen 
Scribner on 30 March 2007, and agreed upon.
